Ancient Babylon—its Ruins. 

It may he known to ninny of our renders 
that the French government lma employed a 
party of gentlemen to explore the site of an¬ 
cient Baby Inn. From reportR just received 
from them, it up pears that they have ascer¬ 
tained, beyond a reasonable doubt, that the 
ruins beneath a tumulus called the Kasr, arc 
those of the marvelous palace citadel of Sc- 
mtromis nnd Nebuchadnezzar. They are in 
such n stale of confusion and decay, that it is 
impossible to form from them any idea of 
the extent or character of the edifice. They 
appear, however, to extend beneitdf the bed 
of the Euphrates, a circumstance accounted 
for by the change in the course of that river. I 
In them have Imeu found sarcophagi, of 
clumsy execution and strange form, and so 
• snia'l, that the tmdics of the dead must have 1 
been packed up in them the chin touching i 
the knees and the arms being pressed on 
the breast by the legs. These sarcophagi 
have every appearance of having been used 
for the lowest class of society; but notwith¬ 
standing the place iu which they were found, | 
the discoverers are inclined to think that they 1 
nre of Parthian, not Chaldean origin. There j 
Imve nlso been found numerous fragments of I 
enameled bricks, containing portions of the 
figures of men and animals, together with ! 
cuneiform inscriptions, the latter white in ! 
color on a blue ground. According to M. I 
Fresnel, the chief of the expedition, these j 
bricks afford n strong proof that the ruins | 
nre those of Nebuchadnezzar, inasmuch ns ; 
the ornaments on them appear to he sporting 
subjects, sitgh ns are described by Ctesias 
and Diodorus. The foundations having been 
dug down to iu certain parts, it has been as- 
certfiinerf tlmt they oio formed of lirlcks 
about a foot square united hy a strong ce¬ 
ment nod that they nre in blocks, ns if they 
had been snapped’in all direction. In a tu- , 
nmlus called Amrnn, to the south of Kasr, 
interesting discoveries have also been made. 
They appear to he the ruins of the depen¬ 
dencies of tho palace situated on the left 
bank of the Euprales ; and they contain Hu¬ 
morous sarcophagi, in which were found 
skeletons clothed in a Bort of armor, nnd 
.. wearing crowns of gold on their heads.—

Boston, Thursday, May 26, 1853. 

The last of the great anniversary meetings 
of Boston occurred lo-nigiit at the Melodenn, 
where Rev. Theodore Parker addressed the 
New-England Anti-Slavery Convention, in a 
speech of two hour’s length, before an im¬ 
mense audience, assembled of a rainy night. 
It was a speech of great power, logic and 
eloquence, and produced a deep impression. 
He alluded briefly in the beginning to some 
of the characteristics of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, and to some of their achievements, and 
proceeded with a very full statement of die 
present aspects of the Anti-Slavery cause. 
The allies of Slavery were first stated, to 
show with what the movement lias to con¬ 
tend. They are the political power and 
patronage of the Federal Government, so 
long as it remains under the control and 
dispensation of the Slave Power; the servility 
Ilf a class of men in the Free. Slates, who 
-are controlled by self-interest or timidity; 
and tho influence of a corrupt political and 
religious press, and a servile portion of the 
clergy. All these are a great power to con¬ 
tend with. But the allies of freedom are 
more powerful than these. They are the 
progress of the democratic principle—the 


age that Peter and John nnd Paul did m the 
tnartvr age. From their influence lie argued 
the sure and certain triumph of freedom. 

The sjieecli was full of the most effective 
satire and sareasm upon the conservatism 
and general policy of the friends nnd sup¬ 
porters of Slavery. 

This afternoon there was a fine gathering 
of the Universalis! hodv nt the Universnlist 
Reform Festival in Faui’tcil Hall. The place 
was filled, and after the eatables had been 
dis|<o.«ed of, the afternoon was occupied in 
listening to a fine display of eloquence nnd 
good speaking, in favor of the great reform 
movements of the age. from several Clergy¬ 
men of that order.

No adversity slinll bend our resolution to 
have our country restored to its national 
rights, and to see it once more independent 
and free. Tyrants may rage in blind fury 
nnd decimate the patriots ol Hungary; still 
the day of redress and of retribution shall 
come. Yes, tny Lord, the hangman's rope 
may stifht the curse on the oppressor’s head,

Correspondence from California. 


San Fkascisco, April 25, 1853. 
Bno. Wtixuy.—In my last, I promised t 
continue my observations on the Kinarttgu 


brief. This being one of. the routes for a pro¬ 
posed canal between the Atlantic and Pacific, 
I Will confine what 1 have to say to a few in¬ 
teresting items relating to that enterprise. 

By a report of O. W. Childs, of a survey 
made in behalf of the American* Atlantic & 
Pacific Ship Canal Co,, during the years 1850- 
51 ; it appears that the whole length of route 
from ocean to ocean is 194 miles, and the esti¬ 
mated cost of canal, very liberally made, about 
$32,000,000. This Report contains many in-, 
teresting facts and estimates of which I have 
time to present only a few. 

Lake Nicaragua the source nf the San Juan 
del Norte is about 110 miles in length, nearly 
as long as the river through which its waters 
are discharged into the Oarribean Sea, Aver¬ 
age width 25 miles. Surrounded by sutilime 
mountain scenery, and lands of inexhaustible 


men without either, packed up their duds and 
started for the mines Mechanics refused twen - 
ty dollars a day, and laborers were not to be 
had at any price. The two newspapers pub¬ 
lished here died a temporary death. Schools 
and churches were forgptten.and the only pub¬ 
lic meetings were calledfor the purpose of fir¬ 
ing the value of gold- dust. In September 
1848 the first square-rigged merchantman ar- 
rived in port, and the first brick building was 
erected. In November, the Rev. T. D. Hunt 
was elected by the citizens as Chaplain for the 
City, with a salary of $2,500. who still contin¬ 
ues here, a highly useful and acceptable Pastor 
of the Congregational Church which has since 
been organized and is now in a highly flourish¬ 
ing condition. They are now building a fine 
brick edifice to be finished this season. Be¬ 
sides the above there are one Unitarian, two 
Presbyterian, two Baptist, two Methodist and 
two Episcopal Churches. The next winter after 
the depopulation nf the city,a reaction took place. 
Large numbers of miners returned with their 
bags of gold, and business of every kind start¬ 
ed with a perfect rush. Lots worth the pre¬ 
vious spring $100 now brought $1000, and 
rents of buildings from $20 per month to $100 
In February 1849, the first steamer in the mail 
service arrived, which caused a general rejoic¬ 
ing with the usual accompaniments of vocal 
cheers and booming guns.

By careful observations made during this 
survey, it appears that the number of wet days 
during the year were 140. Dry days, 225.— 
Total fall of rain 84 feet; about three times 
more than the average in New York. Differ¬ 
ence in height of water in the lake between 
the dry and wet season, about 3 1-2 feet. Dif¬ 
ference in the river between 5 and 10 feet.— 
But the most remarkable item in the report, is 
the explosion of the popular opinion that the 
waters of the Pacific are higher than those of I 
the Atlantic. On the contrary, it appears that 
the height of the lake above low water mark on I 
the Atlantic is 108| feet, and above the same 
mark on the Pacific 1114 feet. 

From the limited observation I was able to I 
make on the difference of tides, I should judge, 
—allowing this report to be correct—that high I 
water mark on the two oceans must be very 
nearly alike. 

But I must 1 asten from Central America to I 
California. And here, perhaps the best service I 
I can render your readers, will be to give them 
a brief abstract of the history of San Francis¬ 
co, derived from authentic sources. 

It is worthy of note that the year which I 
gave to the world our Declaration of Independ¬ 
ence, was the same in which the first perma¬ 
nent settlement was made in Upper California, j 

It was made in the Bay of San Francisco, I 
about two miles south of the present city, by 
two Roman Catholic Missionaries, natives of 
Spain and afterwards residents of Mexico, who 
there founded the Mission Dolores. Here they 
proceeded in their peculiar way to civilize and 
christianize the native Indians, whom they col¬ 
lected together, baptized and employed in cul¬ 
tivating the fertile valley in which they were 
located. They employed them in manual la¬ 
bor eight hours in the twenty-four and sup¬ 
plied them in return with the necessaries of 
life, including the then indispensable articles of 
trinkets and rum. These converts at one time 
numbered nearly eight thousand. 

But, alas for that Christianity whieh appeals 
only to the outward senses and comes not near 
the heart! It is only equalled by that which 
deals in abstract doctrinal theories and leaves 
the outward conduct to take care of itself.— 
But they are equally fatal to a living, working 
Christianity. That once outwardly flourishing 
mission is now composed of a feeble dying 
remnant. About the time of the establishment 
of this mission a settlement was made on the 
present site of the city of San Francisco. It 
was then called Yerba Buena—good herb— 
from our herb of that name, considered highly 
medicinal, found in great plenty on the sur¬ 
rounding hills. Tliis settlement was made by 
Mexicans and retained its name till occupied by 
Americans. All the houses at that time were 
built of adobes—sun-dried bricks. 

The city stands on the western side of the 
bay about five miles from the golden gate.— 
Two points of land one mile apart, project into 
the bay forming a crescent, which is the wa¬ 
ter front of the city. Back of this and on each 
side of it, the land rises abruptly forming hills 
from fifty to more than a hundred feet high, 
while on the eastern side of the bay they rise 
to a still greater height, and above all Mount 
Diabolo stands up in bold relief, plainly seen 
at the distance of thirty-five miles. In 1847, 
there were in port the enormous number of six 
vessels. In April of that year the number of 
inhabitants were 375. Eight months after- 
terwards the number had increased to 800, 
more than 100 percent. This took plaee be¬ 
fore the discovery of gold, when the country 
was sought for, merely for agricultural and 
commercial purposes. In the latter part of 
this yeaT the first school-house was built. In 
1848 School Trustees were chosen and the 
town council passed a resolution appropria.ing 
four hundred dollars as a years salary for a 
school teacher. This was the day of small 
things. Such a sum at the present day would 
not pay even a female teacher for one quarter. 
But gold being then undiscovered, a graduate 
of Yale College, Mr. Thomas Douglass under¬ 
took, for that small sum, to teach the young 
idea how to shoot for one whole year. But, 
however willing he might have been to fulfil 
his engagement he was released from it by the 
gold mania, which broke out before its expira¬ 
tion, and abolished every thing that came in its 
wft y. The first rumors from the gold region 
were discredited4>y sM sober citizen*, but in a 
*w months the “ yellow fever " broke out in

The surface of the country being so fa¬ 
vorable, the average cost of building I am told 
is only about $12,000 a mile. Theseroads will 
carry a good market to almost every neighbor¬ 
hood in the State. Corn a few years since was 
worth but 12 cents a bushel,now it is over 40 at 
the producer's door. So of nearly everything 
else, and wealth is rapidly increasing. And as 
■ cultivation advances the climate is not to be re¬ 
garded as unhealthy. 

These Prairies cannot be described. While 
beautiful their own immensity makes them 
grand. Go out upon the wide ocean till the 
horizon closes around you, clouds rest upon the 
bosom of the vast expanse, and only here and 
there is setit a distant island-speck, a canvas 
wing and a wandering seabird; see the swell¬ 
ing ocean transfixed and changed at once into 
solid ground covered with grass and flowers in 
limitless profusion of beauty, with flocks of cat¬ 
tle and sheep dotting the dim distance, and 
you have some idea of these grand prairies 
of the west. 'I he sublimity of their yastnesa 
is scarcely exceeded by the grandest mountain 
scenery. The evidence of their marine forma¬ 
tion is written all over and within them ; and 
“the gathering together of the waters” from 
these ocean-lands was doubtless far subsequent 
to that of mostother portions of the earth. It is 
worth a journey to see them. They are a phys¬ 
ical “paradise regained.”

Mrs. Stowe ia England. 

London, May 12th, 1852. 

The great meeting was held at Stafford House, 
on Saturday last, to welcome Mrs. Stowe to 
London, and to confer with her respecting fu¬ 
ture anti-slavery operations, more than fulfilled 
the expectations which I held out in my let¬ 
ter last week. It had all the prestige which the 
presence of the highest official rank, the proud¬ 
est nobility, and the most, eminent philanthro¬ 
py of Great Britain could bestow. It was a 
greeting worthy in every way, on the part of 
England to offer, and of Mrs Stowe to receive; 
and it cannot .but exercise a most potent influ¬ 
ence on the great work of abolition on both 
sides of the Atlantic, 

The most cautious of our political leaders 
were there. Lord John Russell, Lord Pulmers- 
j; ton, and other members of the Cabinet, were 
present, and by this tribute of personal respect, 
have conveyed lo the people of America the 
most direct and influential relutation of theob- 
jeelioris raised by the Times newspaper to Mrs. 
Stowe's book. There never was a greater mis¬ 
representation of English sentiment perpetrated 
by the leading journal than in its miserable at¬ 
tempt to sneer down Uncle Tom's Cabin. I

Mrs. Stowe is now engaged in visiting many

On Wednesday night, she met a large party at 
Sir Edward Buxton’s (eldest son of the late Sir 
Thomas Fowei Buxton ) This evening, she 
meets some members of the Anti-Slavery Com¬ 
mittee, at the residence of George William Al¬ 
exander, Esq. Next week she proceeds to spend 
a week or two at Playford Hail, Suffolk, the 
seat of the late venerable Thomas Clarkson, 
whose widow still survives and maintains the 
hospitalities of theHali; retaining, with undi¬ 
minished freshness, her early and long-rooted 
spmpathies and affections for the anti- slavery 
cause On Wednesday, the 25th, the Anli- 
Slaverv Society are to give a grand soiree to 
Mrs. Stowe at Willis’s Rooms, St James for the 
purpose of presenting an address to her. 


Dr. Thompson, the Chaiimnn of the Com¬ 
mittee, advocated the report in a strain of rich 
eloquence, whieh commanded the undivided 
admiration of his hearers. lie was not tena¬ 
cious of this particular action, hut he was sure 
we must do something. As for the longings of 
Dr. Eddy for repose, he could sympathize with 
him, but then he was reminded of a man on 
the ocean who was seasick. He wished for 
rest, ho wished the ship were at the- land, or 
that the sea would be still, or that the ship 
would cease to roll for one minute. His wish¬ 
es could not put the sea at-rest; neither will 
our wishes put this anti-Slavery agitation at 
rest. There can be no rest until the evil itself 
is removed. There is a fama clamosa, concern¬ 
ing the existence of this evil in our Southern 
Churches, and we ought to meet this cry bv 
eliciting the facts, which he had no doubt 
would be far less in number and extent than is 
reported. If it were reported that the sin of 
bigamy was tolerated in the Churches of New 
York, which the Church Judicatories- refused 
to recognize, and should such a Committee of 
inquiry as this be proposed, and I should hesi¬ 
tate to give my assent, I should suspect my 
own integrity. 

Rev. Mr. MeLane, of Mississippi, marched 
up to the mark and “faced the music” without 
winking. Such a committee as this which the 
report contemplates we will not receive. But 
if you ask how many of our church members 
are slaveholders, I answer, all who are able to 
be If you ask how many slaves they own, 1 
answer, just as many as their means will per¬ 
mit.

A: this point, Rev. Chauncy Eddy suddenly 
and unexpectedly moved the previous question 
on the indefinite postponement. The effect of 
this is *o stop debate, and came like a peal of 
thunder from a clear sky on the Westerii mem¬ 
bers, who as yet had not been able lo speak — 
The Moderator, as in duty bound,put the ques¬ 
tion according to the rules.of the body—“Need 
the main question on the indefinite postpone¬ 
ment of the whole subject was then put, and 
also carried in the affirmative. 

This sudden termination of this discussion

The roots of plants under favorable cir¬ 
cumstances will penetrate several feet into 
the earth in quest of nourishment, but if 
they are prevented from growing by an im¬ 
penetrable subsoil, they are thus deprived 
• of a portion of the nourishment they re¬ 
quire, arid consequently produce but a small 
amount of pinched and inferior gram. All 
kinds of crops degenerate l>- poor cultiva¬ 
tion, while they are improved and brought 
to the highest state of perfection by being 
planted in*the most favorable situations and 
receiving the best attention. 

“ The advantages of deep ploughing as-a 
remedy against drought is fully illustrated 
by a circumstance which oecured last sea¬ 
son in this neighborhood. Mr. A. who lives 
a mile down the road in the house you see 
yonder has a good farm— originally much 
better than mine. He never troubles him¬ 
self about deep ploughing. His crops suf¬ 
fered so severely from drought that he did 
not get one-third the amount of produce 
that might be reasonably expected in a com¬ 
mon season, from land in so good condition 
as his; and what he did raise was small and 
of very inferior quality. His whole crop of 


) better than would t 


potatoes,- 

monly be thrown out for feeding swine. 

I ploughed my laud deep and subsoiled all 


I could of it, and my crops were green and 
thrifty, while those of most of my neighbors 
were shrivelled and curled up with fhe 
. drought; and when I harvested toy crops, 
they were full an average of former years. 
The whole benefit I obtained over others, 
about here, is to be attributed to deep plough¬ 
ing, for their land is in as good condition as 
mine.” 

A friend, who cultivates a few acres of 
land, said >o me recently in speaking of deep 
ploughing, “I plough as deep as I can, ami 
while the crops of my neighbors were se 
verely injured by drought, last season, mine 
were healthy and as abundant as usual.— 
Even the farmers, came to me to buy I my, 
for my little field yielded an extra crop last 
season. My success is certainly not owing 
to good management for I am a very sloven¬ 
ly farmer, if I may he c lied one, I never 
thoroughly hoe my corn, but go through my 
little patcli some six or eight times in the 
course of the season, hacking up the weeds 
and stirring the top of the ground, hut never 
draw the earth around it, and make n hand¬ 
some hill as most farmers do.” in this care¬ 
less mode of frequently stirring the earth 
and keeping it moist, lies the secret of rais¬ 
ing lurge crops. 


The farmers in this region probably have 
not forgotten, that some twelve years ago, 
Grant Thorburn ofNew York raised a great 
steam in favor of China Tree Corn, which 1 
think was sold as high as fifty or seventy- 
five cents ail ear. This and many other 
humbugs have had intendency, to make far¬ 
mers cautious, how they adopt new theories, 
and with what avidity they swallow every 
thing that is recommended by agricultural 
papers. They have to considerable extent, 
created a distrust in the advantages of really 
valuable articles and improvements, that 
have been presented through agricultural 
periodical’s. From the evidences presented 
in favor of this corn, however, we have no 
doubt that it is in many respects superior to 
the common sweet corn with which our 
market is supplied, ami we feel warranted 
in recommending it to our readers as such. 
Prof. Mapes thus speaks of it: 

“Stowell’s swfeet corn is a new sort, and 
is every way superior to any other we have 
seen ; for,after being pulled from theground, 
the stalks may be placed in a dry, cool 
place, free from moisture, frost, or violent 
currents of air, (to prevent drying,) and the 
grains will remain full and milky for many 
months. Or the ears may be pulled in An 
gust, and by tying a string loosely around 
the small end, to prevent the husks from 
drying away from tin; ears, they may be laid 
on shelves and kept moist and suitable for 
boiling, for a year oq more. This corn is 
hybrid, between the liomony soft corn 
and the northern Sugar corn, and was first 
grown by Mr. Nathan Stowell, of Burling¬ 
ton, N. J. Near the close of the Fair of the 
American Institute, 1850, I presented the 
Managers with two ears, pulled in August, 
1849, and twelve ears pulled in 1850. They 
were boiled and serveil up together, and ap¬ 
peared to be alike, and equal to corn fresh 
from the garden. 

“ The ears are larger than the usual sweet 
corn, and contain twelve rows. To save the 
seed, it is necessary to place the ears in 
strong currents of air, freed from most of 
the husks, and assisted slightly by fire bent, 
when nearly dry. In damp places this corn 
soon moulds, and becomes worthless. The 
seed when dry, is but little thicker than 
writing paper, but is a sure grower. The 
stalks are very sweet, and valuable as a fod¬ 
der.’’ - - _

A New Amusement. 

We have sometimes thought it might prove 
a most useful thing for the pale, feehle and 
sickly young women of the present day, if 
some competent person should get up a se¬ 
ries of amusements for them, of a kind fit¬ 
ted toRlevelope and strengthen their physical 
powers.

whole process of scrubbing a floor amt do it 
well. 

As few of our fashionable friends would 
know how to get up this amusement, on 
account, of never having seen it done, we 
supply the recipe from our collection of hints 
to housewives. 

For this purpose have a small tuborhnek- 
‘ of warm water, an old saucer to hold a 


piece of brown soap, a large, thick . 

en floor cloth, and a long-handled scrubbing- 
brush. Dip the whole of the floor-cloth into 
the water, and with it wet a portion of the 
floor. Next, rub some soap on the bristles of 
the brush and scrub hard all over the wet 
place. Then dip your cloth into the water, 
and with it wash the suds off the floor.— 
Wring the cloth,wet it again, and wipe the 
floor with it a second time. Lastly, wash 
the cloth about in the water,wring it as dry 
as possible, and give the floor a last and 
hard wipng with it. Afterwards go on to 
the next part of the floor, wet it, scrub it, 
wipe it three times, amt proceed in me same 
manner, a piece at a time,till you have goue 
over the whole, etimigiim tile dirty water 
for clean whenever you find it necessary.— 
When the floor has been scrubbed, leave the 
sashes raised while it is drying. For scour¬ 
ing cofritnon floors that are very dirty, have 
by you an old tin pan with some gray sand 
in it, and, after soaping the brush, nib it on 
some sand also. 

We believe the above are the necessary di¬ 
rections, and,strictly followed, they will con¬ 
stitute an amusement of the most taking char¬ 
acter, and many a gentleman, who wouldn’t 
give a straw for all the polkas that were ever 
invented, would give his eyes and his heart 
for a sight of the young ladies “ Taking off 
their Grandmothers.” 


Habits of the Native Australians. 
The following extracts relating to Austral¬ 
ian life are from Landor’s “Bushman, or 
Life in the new country”—a recent English 
publication. 

“ The natives are polygamists. Each 
male is entitled to all the females who are 
related to him in a certain degree. A new¬ 
ly-born. child is therefore the betrothed 
spouse of a man who may be thirty years of 
age,-and who claims her from her parents 
so soon as she is marriageable—when she is 
twelve years old, or earlier. Some men 
have, consequently, four or six wives of var¬ 
ious ages, whilst others have none at all.— 
The latter are therefore continually engaged 
in stealing the wives of other people. 

“ This causes incessent wars among the 
tribes. When the legitimate husband re¬ 
covers his Wife, he does not restore her to 
the full enjoyment of domestic happiness 
until lie has punished her for eloping.— 
This he does by thrusting a spear through 
the fleshy part of her leg or thigh. 

“ The natives are very good-natured to 
one another, sharing their provisions and 
kangarooskin eloaks without grudging.— 
The head of a family takes the haFf-baked 
duck, opossum, or wild-dog, from the fire, 
and after tearing it in pieces with his teeth, 
throws into the sand for his wife and child¬ 
ren to pick up. They are very fond of rice 
and sugar ; and hake dampers from flour, by 
making them on a corner of their cloaks. 


Election Bribery in England. The in¬ 
vestigations made by Committees ofthe Eng¬ 
lish Parliament, into means by which near¬ 
ly one hundred of the members were re¬ 
turned at the election last year, has brought 
to light many curious facts. It was shown 
that at Huddersfield there were a large num¬ 
ber of workmen engaged in the factories 
who were not voters. These men were 
organized by one of the candidates and ad¬ 
vised to exercise their influence over the re¬ 
tail dealers with whom they traded, by 
threats of withdrawal. They were instruct¬ 
ed to watch the roads over which the elect- 
tors passed to the polls ; and on inquiring 
if stoppiug people on the road was not a 
high handed act, they were told that there 
was no law during an election. These non- 
electors then acted on this advice, and car¬ 
ried off by main force several voters, one of 
whom was only rescued by the women of 
the neighborhood who came to his rescue 
with a flourish of shovels and tongs. An¬ 
other voter was-made drunk, and carried in 
a phaeton by a circuitous route,faraway from 
Huddersfield ; but after getting partially so¬ 
ber, he effected his escape, and by walking

The Burning Coal Mountain. 

That portion of the Broad Mountain,called 
the “ Fiery Mountains,” from the fact of the 
anthracite coal at that point being on fire— 
which has been burning for the last fifteen 
years, is situated about five miles from Mi- 
nersville and fifteen from Schuylkill Haven.

The surface of the mountain presents 
a desolate appearance as far as eye can 
reach. The mountain is either cracked, 
burned or broken into enomioHS and fearful 
depths by the approach of the fires to the 
upper stratum ; roots and trunks of the lofty 
trees are charred and blackened, mingling 
their pyroligneous odor with the sulphurous 
vapors from the hot caves and crevices 
around. The calcined hones of birds, rep¬ 
tiles and small quadrupeds, lie here and there, 
half mixed with the mineral ashes, to fill tip 
the blasted view, while amidst the vast scene 
of desolation may he seen a solitary wood- 
flower, springing from tins perpetual “ hot¬ 
bed,” and presenting in the -jjucoiigcnial at¬ 
mosphere, a mockery of bloom.
